RAILWAYS IN BURM Ail. 

The openivg of the Toungoo-Mandalay 
line will naturally draw attention to Uppor 
Burma as a fivld for railway esterprise in 
thy future. The decision of the Guvern- 
ment to undertake the work of conatruction 
themsolves was a wise one. Tho fine, was, 
ptimarily, ona demanded to mest urgent 
military and political necessities, for-the 
eastern districts were cub off from the 
Irrawaddy and communie tion with ther 
was extromely slow. ‘ine work uf paci- 
fication was consequently retarded, and the 
peoplo did not realise that our occupation 
wag a permanout onc. ‘Lhe building ofthe 
railway convinecd thom that there could be 
no withdrawal, and at tho same time it gave 
employment to thousands of men who would 
otherwise have trod the thorny paths of 
dacoity. Ittinked Lower Burma, too, with 
Mandalay and sitnplified the militaty’ way. 
Now that- the triauk jive hus been mado, 
there is no reuson why private capitalista 
should not come forward to test the pus 
aibilities of an extension eastwards to. 
Yunnan. Sir Charles Crosthwaite, in his 
recent speech, expressed the hope’ that 
Upper Burma would prove to be really the 
base of auch an extension of railways to the 
Shan States and those far countries lyiny 
beyond which have not yet been opened to 
any extent to European civilisation or 
English trade, Tho dream of both English 
and French explorers hag been to fad 
practicable route from tho seate Yunnan by 
which that laud-lucked province could be 
tapped and new tmurkets upened in Western 
Ghina. Mr, Holt Hallett, aa we. know, 
would make Banykok aud. Moulmein the 
ports to which. trade should flow, his idea 
being to build a railway throngh Siam 
northwards into the Kiang Tung State and 
thenca to the Chinese frontier. But 
all hie -enthusiaam has failed to’ con- 
vinoo’ capitalists that the millions’ re- 
quirod for such 6 line would be woll 
invested. They may speak in, sympa- 
thetic terms of tho project, but they keep 
their pursc-atrings tightly drawn, With a 
railway, however, actually opened fron 
Rangoun to Mandalay, wud with'the, Shan 
Statea woll under contrul and perfretly safe 
for exploring-parties, they inay, be tempted. 
to reconnditrea pew route to Yunnan. They 
have the practical guarantee that any rail- 
way which may be built from the Irrawadd: 
Valley to the Mekong will. be within Bi 
tish territory, and that their effurts to open 
out the. Shan: States will be warmly sup: 
ported by Government," Yusnan ‘and’ the 
neighbouring Provinces of China offer ‘no 
rich field for-commercial enterprisy’; and if 
they oan be tapped from the side of Burma, 
a fivurishing trade, both. export: and im- 
port, must spring ap in a.few years, We 
cannot yet say. what physical difficulties
